
Sherriffs to transfer inmates 


Safety orders to be met, 
but weapons question 
to wait on audit: Clarke

Sherriffs in Nova Scotia will take 
over prisoner escorts for the time 
being while the Justice Department 
waits for the results of an external 
audit of correctional services. 

Justice Minister Cecil Clarke re¬ 
sponded yesterday to 14 compliance 
orders from the Labour Department 


after a health and safety review in 
response to safety complaints from 
corrections officers. 

Clarke said the department will 
act on all 14 recommendations, 
but will continue to wait for the 
results of an external audit before 
considering equipping guards with 
batons, pepper spray or Tasers. 

"The orders do not require the 
department to arm our correc¬ 
tional workers with intermediate 
weapons at this time," he said. 

New Democrat justice critic Bill 
Estabrooks said the minister is 
using the external audit as a stall

tactic. 

"The external audit is just an ex¬ 
cuse for the minister not to move 
as quickly as he should," he said. 

Other critics said it doesn't make 
sense for sheriffs — but not cor¬ 
rectional officers — to carry inter¬ 


mediate weapons. 

"It's inexplicable as to why the 
minister continues to refuse to 
provide the arms necessary to our 
correctional officers to be able to 
do these transfers," said Liberal 
justice critic Michel Samson. 

Union representatives say cor¬ 
rectional officers do the same job 
as sheriffs during outside escorts 
and should therefore carry the 
same equipment. 

Joan Jessome, president of the 
Nova Scotia Government and Gen¬ 
eral Employees Union, said the 
minister's announcement means 


the sheriff's service will take work 
away from corrections officers. 

"Now they're being penalized 
for refusing to do the transfers," 
she said. 

Since dangerous offender Jer¬ 
maine Carvery escaped April 3, 
corrections officers in the province 
have refused to do more than 100 
inmate transfers for safety reasons, 
saying they are improperly trained 
and lack adequate equipment. 

Clarke said sherriffs already do 
90 per cent of all transfers in the 
province.

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MacDonald 
urges N.S. 
residents to 
use transit

Answering to the concerns 
of Nova Scotians about the 
high cost of fuel, Premier 
Rodney MacDonald re¬ 
cently said: "I think the 
most important thing we as 
a government can do, and 
all Nova Scotians can do, is 
to purchase more fuel-effi¬ 
cient vehicles; to take the 
opportunity for transit." 

But those living in rural 
communi¬ 
ties without 
access to 
transit 
weren't too 
happy with 
the advice. 

New De- 
m 0 c r a t 
MLA Gordie 
G 0 s s e 
brought this 
up in ques¬ 
tion period 
yesterday at 
the legisla¬ 
ture saying 
half the mu¬ 
nicipalities 
in Nova 
Scotia don't 
have public 
transit. 

"There's 
no transit 
for them to 
get to med¬ 
ical ap¬ 
pointments 
or any ap¬ 
pointments," he told re¬ 
porters afterward. 

In an effort to quell Nova 
Scotians angered by his sug¬ 
gestion to make use of tran¬ 
sit, the premier recently 
wrote letters to the 
editors of several commu¬ 
nity newspapers in the 
province. 

He said in his hometown 
of Mabou, there is no bus 
service and said he never 
intended to suggest those 
living in rural communities 
"take the bus." 

"The letter stands for 
what it does," he said after 
question period.

Refugee blasts 
Myanmar regime 
for stalling aid

Brang Aung fled Burma years 
ago as a refugee. Now a 
Canadian citizen living in 
Halifax, Aung is not allowed 
back in the country. He's 
spent recent days worrying 
and trying to contact his sis¬ 
ter, who lives near the cy¬ 
clone-ravaged region of what 
is now called Myanmar. 

She finally got through on 
Sunday long enough to tell 
him she was OK, but some 
other relatives are not doing 
well. Then the connection 
cut out. 

"It's very difficult. I want 
to ask a thousand questions 
but there's no chance to," 
says Aung. "I've been really 
frustrated and really worried 
for everyone." 


He's angry at the Burmese 
government for not allowing 
enough emergency aid work¬ 
ers into the country. Aung 
said people can't criticize the 
military government in 


Burma or they will be beaten 
or arrested. He believes the 
rulers are trying to use the 
crisis as legal clout to legit¬ 
imize their power, and that 
means hiding their abuses 


from other nations. 

'At this point, forget about 
politics. No one wants to play 
politics. People are dying. 
People are starving there," he 
says.

"The military reaction has 
been way too slow. They 
don't really care that people 
are dying. Honestly, I'm re¬ 
ally speechless how they've 
(treated) the victims of the 
cyclone." 

Aung once wanted to go 
back to Burma to shoot a 
documentary, but was not al¬ 
lowed in. Now he hopes to 
get his sister out of Burma 
and into Canada, but expects 
it to be a hard process. But 
for now he says he can only 
wait and nervously watch 
news reports. 

"Even though we know 
what's going on, what can 
we do right now?" he asks. 
"We can't really do anything."

Plans for a 21 -storey condo 
on the south end of the Brew¬ 
ery Market property, and a 
19-storey mixed use building 
on South Park Street at Bren- 
ton Place graduated to the 
next step in the approval 
process. 

In the works for the last six 
years, the Brewery Market 
development includes reno¬ 
vating Keith Hall, a 19th cen¬ 
tury mansion built for former

Sheraton will cater 
to travellers with 
morning flights

In two years, there will be a 
Sheraton hotel attached to 
the Halifax International 
Airport. 

The airport authority an¬ 
nounced yesterday 
it's signed on with 
Southwest Proper¬ 
ties and New Castle 
Hotels to build a 
175-room Sheraton 
attached to the ter¬ 
minal building. 

The new hotel 
will feature a pool, 
gym, meeting 
rooms, restaurant 
and bar. Construction will 
begin in 2009. 

It will cater to travellers 
facing a long drive to Hali¬ 
fax and an early morning 
flight, said Jerry Staples, 
vice-president of marketing 
and business development 
for the Halifax International 


Airport Authority. 

It will be located next to 
the parking garage currently 
under construction, right 
across the street from the 
Air Canada terminal. Guests 
will be able to access both 
the parking garage and the 
hotel by pedway. 

"The industry looked at 
Halifax as, pardon the pun, 
a sleeper market. The hotel 
chains just hadn't made the 
investment here 
that they'd made in 
other cities," Sta¬ 
ples said. 

Longtime Hali¬ 
fax residents may 
remember the last 
attempt to build a 
hotel attached to 
the airport, in the 
early 1990s ended 
with the wrecking 
ball, after the building's 
skeleton stayed unfinished 
for years. 

Staples said two feasibil¬ 
ity studies, done in 2005 and 
2006, showed the market 
can support another airport 
hotel.

Residents can now click, call at election time 


Council hopes 
move will raise 
voter turnout 

Voting for your next mayor, 
city councillor or school 
board member will be as 
simple as clicking a mouse. 

Halifax residents will be 
able to e-vote or cast a ballot 
over the phone during mu¬ 


nicipal elections this October, 
council decided yesterday. 

"The hope is it will in¬ 
crease the number of people 
voting," said Lower Sackville 
councillor Bob Harvey, who 
made the motion yesterday. 
"It's an attempt to broaden 
out the opportunities to vote 
and engage more people in 
the election process." 

Voter turnout is less than 


50 per cent in most council¬ 
lors' districts, and even more 
dismal in byelections, Harvey 
said. Most recently, only 
about 24 per cent of eligible 
voters cast ballots to fill a va¬ 
cant seat during a byelection 
in Bedford. Voter turnout 
was even lower — 10 per 
cent — during a byelection in 
Eastern Passage last Decem¬ 
ber. 


The online and telephone 
voting system will be in place 
for advance polls over a 
three-day period in October. 
Harvey says theoretically, 
everyone could choose to 
vote on those days. 

He said staff will issue pin 
numbers which voters will 
use along with their birth 
dates to cast ballots.

"Our office has 
teamed up with the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
and Cape Breton Regional 
Police Service to bring a pilot 
project into the schools on 
the consequences of grass 
fires." 

The program will be in 
place in schools in Glace Bay 
and the Northside.

Canadians lack access to palliative care 


A new report shows that 
about two-thirds of Canadi¬ 
ans do not have access to ad¬ 
equate palliative care. 

The report by the Quality- 
End-of-Life Care Coalition of 
Canada says that Canadians 
increasingly prefer to die in 


their homes, and yet 60 per 
cent of Canadian deaths 
occur in hospitals. One of the 
main reasons people need to 
be hospitalized is to get med¬ 
ications and treatments they 
need without being a burden 
to their families, according to 


the study. 

Nova Scotia is seen as 
lacking access to palliative 
care specialists and while 
priority is given to palliative 
care patients, wait times re¬ 
main too long for home care.

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B.C. crash kills 4 


Helicopter goes 
down in Cranbrook 
neighbourhood 

A pedestrian was among four 
people killed when a helicop¬ 
ter crashed into a residential 
neighbourhood in Cranbrook, 
B.C., yesterday. 

The helicopter with three 
people on board appeared to 
hover as if looking for a land¬ 


ing spot before it crashed 
onto a street and burst into 
flames, according to officials 
and witnesses. 

Witnesses told local media 
the pedestrian appeared to 
have been dragged by the 
helicopter as it crashed to the 
ground, and bypassers at¬ 
tempted to pull the person 
from the flames but failed. 

The cause of the crash was 


not immediately known, but 
the weather conditions were 
described as good. 

The Bell 206 helicopter 
was working under contract 
for BC Hydro, the provincial 
electrical utility, according to 
the Transportation Safety 
Board, which was sending 
investigators to the commu¬ 
nity about 200 km southwest 
of Calgary. reuters

Sweet tooth 
linked to DNA

If you have a sweet tooth, it 
won't be found amongst your 
molars or canines. It's in¬ 
serted in your DNA instead. 

Cake, cola and cookie 
lovers may well be able to 
blame their cravings on a 
common variant of a gene 
that controls the brain's abil¬ 
ity to sense sugars in the body, 
a new University of Toronto 
study suggests. About one in 
five people has the variant. 

The gene may also have 
implications for a person's 
risk of getting diabetes.

Chinese officials 
fear the worst as 
60,000 missing 

The death toll in China's 
earthquake climbed past 
13,000 yesterday and looked 
set to rise much higher after 
media said some 19,000 peo¬ 
ple were buried in rubble in 
just one area. 

Rain and severed roads 
hampered rescuers in the 
mountainous area near the 
epicentre of Monday's 7.9- 
magnitude quake in the 
southwestern province of 
Sichuan, China's worst 


earthquake in three decades. 

State media reported dev¬ 
astation as troops reached 
stricken villages near the epi¬ 
centre in Wenchuan, a re¬ 
mote county cut off by 
landslides about 100 km 
northwest of the provincial 
capital, Chengdu.

Gagner will fill Spezza's spot, and 
Hitchcock plans to give him a look on 
the second power-play unit. 

"He's worked out hard on his off 
days, he's in great shape, and it's a 
great opportunity," Hitchcock said.

Mazda MX -5 fun 
for all seasons

Our first thought when we 
clapped eyes on the tin-top 
version of the Mazda MX-5 
was a very practical one. 
The heady charms of warm 
weather open-air motoring 
are a given, but how will 
this convertible with a 
power, folding hardtop fare 
against the freeze-unfreeze- 
refreeze of our winter cli¬ 
mate? How good will this 
two-seater really be at 
keeping its driver and pas¬ 
senger warm? 

The answer is very well, 
as a matter of fact. All the 
wind-in-your-face fun is 


still there but even the tail 
end of one of the harshest 
winters in recent memory 
couldn't dampen our enthu¬ 
siasm for this little charmer. 

Mazda has done something 
quite remarkable with the 
design of the MX-5 PRHT 
(Power Retractable Hard Top) 
by designing a fully powered 
retractable metal hardtop 
that stores away into the 
exact same space that the 
cloth roof would — without 
nibbling into precious cargo 
space. Oh, and the whole she¬ 
bang only added 40 kg to the 
MX-5's already slender 
waistline. 

The two-piece top at¬ 
taches with the same single 
latch as the standard MX-5's 
cloth top, and two buttons 
now flank the emergency 


flashers on the dash to raise 
or lower the roof. The proce¬ 
dure is elegant and simple. 
Fast too, as the whole oper¬ 
ation takes about 12 sec¬ 
onds. 


This brings the ham¬ 
handed soft top design of its 
main market rivals into even 
sharper focus; the Saturn Sky 
and its Pontiac Solstice cor¬ 
porate cousin still have the 


most frustrating convertible 
storage system, a 10-step 
program of frayed nerves, 
pinched fingers and silent 
curses. 

Back to the MX-5 ... the 


good news is that the PRHT 
treatment is available right 
across the model range, from 
the base GX ($28,195) 
through the GS ($31,350) to 
the top-level GT ($34,500). 
The better news is that it 
costs a very reasonable 
$2,195 — a lot less than a 
good winter beater, safety in¬ 
spection and extra insurance. 

Plus, the PRHT adds some 
nice visual touches like 
chrome on the headlight 
bezels, front grille surround 
and the outer door handles. 

On the road, the PRHT is a 
pure joy to drive. Power is 
good but not overwhelming. 
Handling is exceptional, the 
engine loves to be revved and 
the short-throw shifter is a 
pleasure to guide through the 
gears.

Couples rate Nissan Rogue 



Driving event 
puts compact 
crossover to test 

Six Canadian couples, repre¬ 
sentative of the new Nissan 
Rogue's target market, expe¬ 
rienced what professional 
auto writers take for granted 
recently, when they were in¬ 
vited to drive the compact 
crossover and give their im¬ 
pressions of it. 

Their 'Rogue Weekend' 
began with an advanced driv¬ 
ing course at the PMG Tech¬ 
nologies skidpad near 
Montreal, and concluded with 
an extensive two-day test 
drive to Ottawa over a variety 
of back roads and highways in 
real winter conditions. 

It began to snow as the 
group arrived at PMG Tech¬ 
nologies, where they were met 
by professional racing driver- 
tumed-instructor, Guy Lahaie 
of Trois Rivieres, Que. 

Lahaie's mission: To teach 
the group advanced driving 
skills with the focus on skid 


control, proper use of the 
anti-lock braking system, 
and collision avoidance tech¬ 
niques. 

As the snowfall intensified, 
the drivers took turns 
through the various courses 
and, with each consecutive 


pass, their confidence and 
skill levels rose. 

From Blaineville, the group 
motored to Chateau Monte¬ 
bello where they anticipated 
a challenging drive to Ottawa 
the next morning through 
the spectacular Laurentian 


Mountains scenery. 

Sean Kavanaugh of Burling¬ 
ton, Ont., liked the steering 
wheel's wide range of position 
settings, large print and easily 
identifiable switches and con¬ 
trols, while his wife, Allison, 
especially liked the heated 


seats and seatbacks. 

Six-foot tall Ally Isted, also 
of Burlington, found entering 
and exiting the vehicle "ex¬ 
tremely easy." 

Everything important was 
easily within reach for Eva 
Choe of Toronto, who liked 


the seat warmers and the 
large, round knobs for the 
heating and air conditioning. 

Jeff Chan of Hamilton of¬ 
fered kudos for "great seats 
and height adjustments on 
the non-powered front seat 
in his tester." 

For Frank Verrilli of 
Tbronto: "The radio controls in 
the steering wheel make it 
easier for the single driver, as 
well as safer." 

"We purposely drove over 
bumps to get a feel for the 
ride comfort level," said Ally 
Isted, "and the bumps felt al¬ 
most non-existent." 

In the end, the Rogue re¬ 
ceived high marks all around, 
with 75 per cent of the driv¬ 
ers saying it exceeded their 
expectations, and the re¬ 
maining quarter saying it 
met theirs. 

Thirty-three per cent (four 
drivers) rated the Rogue as 
"excellent" value for money 
and 50 per cent viewed it as 
"above average." Two drivers 
called it "good" value.

Volvo Adventure is an en¬ 
vironmental problem-solving 
program for young people 
created by Volvo Car Corpo¬ 
ration in partnership with 
the United Nations.

olds to plan 
and execute 
environmental 
protection ef¬ 
forts in their 
local commu¬ 
nity. The proj¬

trip to Sweden to present 
their project to a panel of 
judges. 

The Sustainable Develop¬ 
ment Committee of Vincent 
Massey Collegiate has drafted 
and begun enacting a plan to 
reduce the energy required to 
power and heat their school. 

The team of students de¬ 
parted for Goteborg, Sweden 
last week to present their 


project "Energetic Energy Ed¬ 
ucation" to judges from Volvo 
Car Corporation and the 
United Nations and an audi¬ 
ence of international peers. 

Motivated to find ways to 
demonstrate the viability of 
alternative energy, they de¬ 
cided to focus on their school. 

Their Energetic 
Energy Educa¬ 
tion project in¬ 
volves a 

four-stage plan 
to reduce their 
school's energy 
consumption. In 
2006 the team 
drafted a plan to 
purchase and integrate a 
wind turbine and solar cells 
into the school's power grid, 
to install a green roof to re¬ 
duce heating costs and to 
construct a greenhouse to 
grow food. The group plans 
to provide the school's cafe¬ 
teria with vegetables and to 
donate the rest to a nearby 
mission for the homeless. The 
team also plans to use 
biodegradable waste as com¬ 
post to help replenish the soil 
in the greenhouse.

Travel back to the revolution 


Old English town 
held reins to 
industry in l 800 s

I f you have ever wondered 
what it would have been 
like to live in Britain dur¬ 
ing the Industrial Revolution, 
then visit Blists Hill Victorian 
Town in Shropshire, England. 

You can truly step back in 
time at Blists Hill. It's just one 
of nine museums in the Iron- 
bridge area — including the 
Jackfield Tile Museum, Coal- 


port China Museum, Mu¬ 
seum of Iron and the Iron 
Bridge itself, the world's first 
cast-iron bridge, built in 1779 
over the River Severn — that 
showcase the best of the 
birthplace of the Industrial 
Revolution. Located in the 
heart of England, the area is 
considered so historically im¬ 
portant that it is now a 
UNESCO World Heritage Site. 

Each building in the Victo¬ 
rian town dates from the 
1800s and has been carefully 
transported to the village and 
reconstructed brick by brick 
to recreate a small industrial 
town toward the end of 


Queen Victoria's reign. 

Guides in costume and in 
character breathe life into 
these immaculately recreated 
shops, workplaces and 
homes, offering astounding 
insight into what life was like 
more than 100 years ago. 

Turn your pounds into 
shillings in the Victorian 
Lloyds bank and leave con¬ 
temporary England behind. 
Treat yourself to a bag of 
candy from the sweet shop, 
buy some freshly baked 
bread and see what's on offer 
in the grocers, chemist, can¬ 
dle makers and printers for 
all your turn-of-the-century 


needs. 

At lunchtime, you can send 
your children off to the 
school, where they will be 
taught a lesson, Victorian- 
style, with chalk and black¬ 
board, by a strict and smartly 
dressed head teacher. Mean¬ 
while, you can nip off for a 
pint of traditional ale in the 
wood-panelled Victorian pub, 
where the locals gather 
round the piano for an old- 
fashioned singalong. 

If you want you can even 
be Victorian and actively par¬ 
ticipate in the experience. 
Enrol in the blacksmithing 
course — the wrought-iron 


works at Blists Hill is the only 
working iron foundry in Eu¬ 
rope — and you'll be taught 
how to heat iron and steel 
until it is white hot before 
hammering it into shape on 
the anvil. Using traditional 
blacksmithing skills you'll be 
taught how to make objects 
including a fire poker, leaf 
key ring and coat hook. It's 
serious work, though, with 
amateur blacksmiths feeling 
the heat and developing giant 
blisters on their hands as 
they hammer repeatedly at 
the iron rod to knock it into 
shape. 

Despite the hard labour, 


it's a course people find cre¬ 
ative, inspiring and reward¬ 
ing. As most of us urban 
types don't actually get to 
make anything after school 
age — we just buy things 
then throw them away — 
most people find it satisfying 
to put time into producing 
something useful and durable 
in the blacksmithing course. 

And with the world's cur¬ 
rent problems of environ¬ 
mental sustainability in 
mind, it's also one of the in¬ 
teresting things about visit¬ 
ing Blists Hill, and learning 
about how the Victorians 
lived.

Hockey as a Lullaby 



Acclaimed 
short airs Friday 
night on CBC

H e wanted to tell a 
hockey story, but Jeff 
Wheaton didn't want 
it to be a film about the sport. 

"I wanted it to be a 
mythology of hockey, and the 
whole sense of it as a fairy 
tale," says the filmmaker. 

"I am more interested in 
telling human stories; our re¬ 
lationships with each other 
and how we respond to each 
other." 

Wheaton is the director of 
The Lullaby of Mike Bossy, a 
short film airing on CBC tele¬ 
vision this Friday night. It is 
about a young girl whose dad 
wants her to be a figure 
skater but who actually 
yearns to be a hockey player. 

"There is this confusion, 
because her older brother 
used to be a hockey player 
and then became a figure 
skater, so this is a story about 


Burgess and Jenny Kirk¬ 
patrick, along with Thomas 
Cormier, Margurite McNeil, 
Drew O'Hara and Kathryn 
McLennan. It debuted at the 
Atlantic Film Festival last fall, 
and was part of last month's 
ViewFinders International 
Film Festival for Youth. 

Wheaton came up with the 
idea for Lullaby during a ski¬ 
ing trip with friends three 
years ago. 

He and his friends were 


talking about tossing hockey 
cards, a kids game where 
cards would be flipped and 
the winning player would get 
to keep them. 

"It was like card collecting, 
but it was almost like a cur¬ 
rency," he said. 

"People would flip and toss 
them. But, once hockey cards 
had a value, once Wayne 
Gretzky came about, and a 
five or ten cent hockey card 
got a dollar value to it, people 


put a stop to the game." It 
was the difference between 
the two views of playing 
cards — how young people 
valued them differently from 
adults — which Wheaton 
pulled from for the story. 

"The card flipping game 
was a tool, an element to help 
me tell the story," the direc¬ 
tor said. 

"It was like the Titanic be¬ 
comes an element for a love 
story."

Nothing to Panic about 



Pretty. Odd. is the new album from Panic At The Disco. 


Band hits Abbey Road, 
drops exclamation mark

As Panic At The Disco discovered, no 
trip to London, England, was com¬ 
plete without a stop by the iconic 
Abbey Road recording studios where 
The Beatles made most of their classic 
recordings. 

While they enjoyed a walk across 
that iconic crosswalk immortalized on 
the Fab Four's 1969 album cover, the 
Las Vegas rockers also happened to be 
at Abbey Road on business — to mix 
and add orchestral flourishes to soph¬ 
omore release, Pretty. Odd. 

"We recorded the strings and the 
horns there just because that studio 
is known as the best place for the 
type of sound we were looking for," 
drummer Spencer Smith says. 'And 
the guy who ended up mixing the 


album, Peter Cobbin, is one of the 
head mixers at Abbey Road. It was all 
an amazing experience, being in the 
same studios where some of the 
records we love the best were made." 

Months later, Smith, guitarist Ryan 
Ross, bassist Jon Walker and vocalist 
Brendon Urie got a chance to perform 
in the building's Studio 1 as part of a 
TV special, Live From Abbey Road. 

Although Pretty. Odd. largely was 


recorded in Las Vegas, Panic At The 
Disco isn't shy about channelling its 
British influences. The mix of upbeat 
pop, folk, vaudeville and psychedelia 
echo the likes of Queen, The Kinks 
and The Beatles, the latter noticeably 
evident on the Sgt. Pepper-style open¬ 
ing of We're So Starving and Nine In 
The Afternoon. 

"These are basically songs about 
us being in a band, being excited 


about writing new songs and work¬ 
ing on new material and not only 
being known for the 14 songs we 
wrote when we were 17 years old," 
Smith says. 

Smith acknowledges that Pretty. 
Odd. proffers a significant shift away 
from the angsty, emo-punk stylings 
of the group's 2005 debut, A Fever 
You Can't Sweat Out. 

"When you're 16 or 17, you don't re¬ 
ally want listen to the music your par¬ 
ents listened to — it isn't cool," Smith 
says. "Years later, we ended up realiz¬ 
ing why a lot of those older songs were 
so good and more interesting to hear 
than what's currently on the radio." 

Does that shift explain why there's 
no longer an exclamation mark as 
part of the Panic name? 

Explains Smith, "When we were 
making the artwork and cover for 
this album, the artist was like, 'Do 
you guys want the exclamation 
point?' and we ended up deciding, 
'Nah, let's take it out.'"
